A few days subsequent to the meeting 
of the International Sunday-school con- 
vention in this city, the 11th of May last, 
the Gazette contained an account tf the 
villainous transactions of an unprincipled 
impostor, who, under clerical garb, per- 
petrated the most open and unprece- 
dented rascalities. He arrived in this 
city a few days before the assembling of 
the Suuday-school convention, and regis- 
tered at Barnum’s hotel, on the 7th of 
May, as 
WM. E. COPELAND, OF MASSACHUSETTS 

He represented himself to the reception 
committee as a Baptist minister from New 
Orleans, and previously from Texas. His 
looks and general bearing were sanctified 
in the extreme, and bis affable manner 
soon ingratiated him into the favor of 
many of the delegates, and bis name was 
published in the papers. After remain- 
ing at Barnum’s four days he left, assur- 
ing the clerk that the Young Men’s 
Christian association would pay his 
board, which amounted to $15. He then 
made his appearance at the Carrollton 
and in company with a lady, registere 
as George Warren and lady, Boston, 
Massachu:etts. He and his pretended 
wife remained there two days. He then 
departed and stated his wife would settle 
the bill. She took a carriage in the after- 
noon and told the clerk she would pay 
the bill to the driver after taking her to 
& house on Hollins street, near Popple- 
ton. Arrived there she darted in, and 
all attempts to have the door reopened 
proved ineffectual. Tc clerk at the 
Carrollton was notified, and proceeding 
to the house, succeeded in interviewing 
the si distant Mrs. Warren, who piteous- 
ly related how she had been deceived. 
She stated she met Copeland at an art 
gallery, and after some conversation ac- 
compenied him to the Carrollton, and 
consented to become his wife. He had 
directed her to go to her home, where 
he would join her, and the nuptials 
would be celebrated. Copeland, after 
leaving the Carrollton, successfully swin- 
died the Eutaw. house out of several 
days’ board, and then teft for parts un- 
known. 

HE FIGURES IN THE VCLPIT. 

On the Sunday previous to this villain. 
ous exploit, Copeland preached at the 
Westminster Presbyterian church, corner 
of Greene and Fayette streets, the pastor, 
Rev. D. C. Marquis, being absent, owin 
to sickness. The discourse was describe 
as a good specimen of rhetoric, well 
ished, though not of much depth. 
Marquis denicd apy acquaintance with 
Copeland, he having been introduced to 
the elders by members of the Young 
Men’s Christian association. During the 
session of th Sunday-school convention 
Rev. H. A. Smeltz, state superintendent 
of the Maryland Sunday-school union, 
received advices from Philadelphia stat- 
ing that Copeland alias Warren was an 
impostor, and would probably make his 
appearance in Baltimore. Mr. Smeltz, 
being suddenly taken sick, was unable 
to take any steps toward the arrest of the 
fraud, and he escaped. Since Mr. Cope- 
land’s debut in Baltimore, which created 
quite a temporary sensation in church 
circles, his histery has been gradually 
developing from careful correspcndence, 
and it unfolds to public scrutiny a series 
of nefarious exploits unequaled by any 
other on criminal records. By means of 
facts now in possession, of the Gazette, 
his history previcus to his appearance in 
this city, and his movements since, can 
be given with accuracy. The voluminous 
details will necessitate a mere outline or 
chronological tracing of the conduet of 
this wretched compound of buman de- 
pravity, iniquity and imposture. 

HIS EARLY LIFE. 

It is probable that he was brought up 
in the neighborhood of Smithville, coun- 
ty of Lincoln, Canada West, not far from 

oronto. During his youth he was there 
the hired boy of A. Morse, esq., who 
now lives at Smithvilie. He was also a 
carpenter and joiner at one time, a schoo! 
teacher at another, and subsequently 
studied medicine, and obtained license 
in Toronto as an M. D. of the “Eclectic” 
school. That was about twelve years 
ago, in 1863 or 1864. After that time he 
practiced two or three years in his native 
county, when he got into trouble and 
suddenly absconded. He was afterward 
heard from in a | City, Pa., as 
Dr. P. W. H—. But little is known 
of his achievements there, for he was 
soon after heard from as an Englishman 
in Seaforth, Canada, December, 1870, 
bearing the name of ‘‘Robinson.” About 
that time he was picked up as a local 

reacher in Ottawa by the Rev. Wm. 

astman, and brought on there to assist 
Mr. Eastman in special services on the 
Seaforth circuit. While there, it may 
be mentioned, he bought aa overcoat of 
W. Hill, esq., of Seaforth, for which he 
has never paid, and tried to run off to 
the United States about six weeks later 
with a lot of books, which Mr. Eastman 
had given him to sell on the circuit. The 
latter pursued and overtook Robinson at 
London, compelled him to disgorge the 
books and then let him go. Mr. Eastman 
subsequently heard from him in a west- 
ern town, when he professed penitence 
for his misdemeanors, said he was doing 
a good work and receiving good pay for 
it. He ran away from there, however, 
after a brief sojourn, and informed Mr. 
Eastman he was about to embark from 
New York for England, his native coun- 


try. 
AN EXPERT FORGER. 


He disappeared from public gaze until 
the month of May, 1871, when a rew 
of $500 was offered for the arrest of one 
“CO. W. Copeland,” under a charge of 
forgery, by Wm. Beck, chief al sggre 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin. He made his 
reappearance & in in July, 1871, in To 
ronto, as a Methodist preacher, under a 
new alias, and by nS lying po 
esca arrest for attempting to 
for cheek on the Royal Canadian 
bank for $50 on a man from whom he 
had purchased a suit of clothes.

Charles Wesley Warren, with forg- 
ed credentials and certificates of location 
from the Mississippi conference, He 
was stationed in Quarry street, Fall Riv- 
er, Mass., and under his newly-assumed

ence with Bishop Pathe, of the M: EF. 
Church South, requesting an appoint- 
ment either in the Virginia, North or 
South Carolinaconferences. He claimed 
that the north was uncongenial to him, 
and he had no feeling in common with 
abolitionists. 

Warren meantime was carrying on his 
devlish work in Fall River. It appears 
he was engaged to a Miss Tripp, in Fall 
River, and to a Miss May Swain, of Nan- 
tucket, Mass., at the same time,and both 
of whom had their trousseaus ready for 
the occasion. Suspicions were afloat 
when he began his correspondence with 
Bishop Payne, and he was in haste to 
avert the pending storm. He received 
an appointment from the south to take 
charge of the Fifth street church, in 
Wilmington, N.C. Hewent thither in 
January, 1873. 

In order to get away from the Fall 
River people nicely, he announced that 
his darling, pet daughter was at the 
point of death; that information from her 
auat, with whom she was at Berlin, 
Prussia, bade him go immediately to her. 
His grieving awaked such sympathy that 
his people gave him money to go on his 
ocean veyage.

When he arrived there he wrote toa 

friend in Fall River, dated his letter Ber- 
lin, told of his voyage across the Atlan- 
tic, of the death of his child, her last 
words, etc. He then wentto the Wil- 
mington custom house, learned the Amer- 
ican consul’s name at Berlin, wrote him 
a letter, and enclosed the one to the 
friend in Fall River, with the request to 
the consul that if the friend did not call 
for the enclosed letter within a certain 
time to please forward it to Fall River; 
alsosending a gold dollar to pay the 
postage. In the letter he signed the 
name of the port collector at ilming- 
ton. 
Tbe consul replied to the latter and 
sent back the change, as there was too 
much for postage. The collector did 
not understand it, but his deputy, re- 
membered Warren's writing in the office. 
The letter was sent for, and it was found 
Warren had used the full name of tne 
port collector. 

In Wilmington Warren reported to the 
Rev. R. S. Moran, then pastor of the 
Front street M. E. church in that city 
(aow temporary pastor of Bethany Inde- 
pendent Mcthodist church in Baltimore, 
and preached at once. He made it a 
point to be popular with young men and 
young ladies, and gained the good will 
of bar keepers by gracefully bowing to 
them on the street. He spoke every- 
where of his dear lost wife and elicited 
strong sympathy from hosts of people. 
He worked energetically in the Sunday 
school and his rich clear voice won the 
admiration of all.

and Warren turned away in disgust. 
He abhorred the Yankees, particularly 
Northern Methodists, and so crossing the 
line into Canada, applied for work to 
Rev. Dr. Rice, of Hamilton, president of 
the Wesleyan conference. Le gave cre- 
dentials from Bishops Kavanaugh, Mc 
Tyere, Payne and others. He said the 
southern church was going to the dogs, 
Northern Methodism he could not en- 
dure, and being u man of mears, was 
willing to take any position in Canada. 
Dr. Kice sent him to Rev. Mr. Howard, 
superintendent of Guelph district, who 
appointed him junior supply on the Elora 
circuit.

For some time Warren progressed 
swimmingly at Elora, Ontario, and was 
very popular with his parishioners. 

On the 19th of October 1873—that fa- 
tal day—Warren preached at Guelph, 
and was then and there identified by Offi- 
cer Kelly as the forger, ‘‘C. W. Cope- 
land,’ mentioned above. Through indis- 
cretion the officer mentioned to his 
friends what he had learned, and before 
night it had reached Warren’s ears. He 
returned at once on a freight train to 
Elora, thus eluding arrest. He collected 
his effects and his friends, and stated that 
a telegram just reccived announced that 
hia brother ‘‘Tom” had met with a rail- 
way accident, and was lying at the point 
of death in Chicago. 

After a vast amount of crying, lying 
and praying for ashort time, he obtained 
money from nine orgten i and 
promising to return in a 
bis escape that night on an express train. 
He passed into the United States at Fort 
Edward, and there borrowed two dollars 
from Rev. James Ross, who still remains 
a creditor. Whether ‘Brother Tom”

THE LUNATIC ASYLUM. 


lowa are very 


The false economy that Jast winter pre | 
vented any additional accomodations for 
t.e insane is producing its inevitable 
fruit. The asylum is shamefully over- 
crowded, and many of the state’s unfor- 
tunate children are confined in unwhole- 
cone, illy-ventilated jails or private quar- 
ters, in defiancs alike of the commonest 
claims of humanity, of the safety of the 
community and of ¢ven economy itself. 
The want of foresight, induced by this 
pitiful saving at the spizgot, has led to 
all this. It has led to something ‘more, for 
it has evoked an unanimous expression 
from all parts of the state that action 
should be speedily taken tv provide for 
all the insane of the state. 

The next session of the legisla‘uré will 
be besieged with different plans for at- 


taining the result desired ‘by all. . Some 
will prefer to build a new asylum among 
the mountaias in the uppér part of the 
state. It is urged thet anew asylum on 
higher ground wouid be better for some 
of the white patients who could thus get 
a change of air and conditions, Others 
believe the colored patients should 
be put in & separate asylum. 
But by far the larger number 
favor the use of the penitentiary 
buildings at Milledgeville as an asylum 
in lieu of any new buildings that would 
cost vastly more. But somesof the lat- 
ter number would put the colored pa- 
tients in the penitentiary buildings, while 
others §think the idiot class should be 
sent there. Allthese plans and many 
more will be presented to the legislature, 
and our representatives will be perplexed 
perbaps, fully as much by a multiplicity 
of suggestions, as by the ways to raise 
the money required for whatever plan is 
adopted. For we do notfor a 
moment admit the possibility of non-ac 
tion at the next session. « 


We were led to these remarks by a re- 
cent letter from Superintendent Green 
tothe Franklin News, in relation to the 
necessary Closing of the doorsof the 
crowded asylum on a crazed negro wo- 
man from Heard county.

Now you inquire,can 
you begin this process with a class already 
)graduated to your boys high school? I an- 
awer,by no means. The object is, to actasa 
stimu!us to boys preparing for college, and 
not to reward thoze already prepared for the 
Sophomore class. I copyfor you our reso- 


lwion— 
‘‘Resolved, That three scholarships be 


granted to the Talmadge high school near 
Milledgeville, cne a year, to enter th 

sophomore class, and remain in the inostitu- 
tion three years without paying fees for 
tuition, and upon the same terms as other 
free students, in order to secure to the uni- 
versity, the patronage cf that institution.’’

_ DIRECT TRADE, 

The English deputation which y 
our city yesterday, and whose doing . 
are detailed in our local columns repre- 
sent a movement, the vast importance of 
which, we fear, is not fully realized. 
The subject of direct trade has come, of 
late, to be associated in mercantile minds 
with the idea of a contrivance for elué- 
ing the natural methods of commerce and 
crushing out the merchant class of our 
citizens. Thisisan erroneous opinion 
which it is high time that our people were 
abandoning. The question is mow 
brought to our view in its full propor- 
tions and the mission of our English 
cousins in this behalf is one which de- 
mands the hearty support of every true 
man of our section. 


Our commerce is not fellowing natur- 
al channels, and we are paying the enor- 
mous price of the abnormal and _ artifi- 
cial system of its conduct. The city of 
New York alone reaps an annual harvest 
of from thirty.to forty millions of dol- 
lars from us for doing that which we 
should better do ourselves. We have 
ports, we have productions and raw ma 
terials, we have ample transportation 
and commercial facilities for reaching 
the nearer points where exportations 
and importations may best be conducted 
to ouradvantage. The only things we 
need are the capital for handling end the 
ships for moving these productions and 
raw materials, with the co-operation 
of those between whom and 
ourselves these articles establish a reci- 
procity of interests. We produce and 
consumc—the English manufacture and 
consume—each of us being the consum- 
ers tothe larger extent of the produc- 
tions and* manufactures of the other. 
The question next arises naturally, how 
shall we exchange the things of which we 
have a surplus for those of which we 
have not enough and stand in need? 

The natural and quickest answer is, by 
direct trade between the two bodies of 
people Dut direct trade in the atstract 
is a much easier subject to grasp and 
hrndle than itisin the concrete. And 
becausc of the difficulties of our recent sit- 
uation in the south, we have preferred not 
to undertake a practical experiment in 
the matter and to escape trouble by pay- 
ing a premium to those who were not 
only better able Lut more willing to en- 
gage in the business. This policy has 
been unwise, impoverishing and full of 
evil results. We cannot much longer 
tarry in such aconrse. We must awake 
to the fact that direct trade is the only 
hope of commercial redemption and ul, 
timate trade independence to the south. 
We must import and export as nearly as 
possib!e from first hands and at prime 
cost, and the deputation just with us 
come toask our aid in a union for this 
purpese. Let us give the matter our 
earucst attention, and turn our cnergies 
to the work of saving, if not actually 
making a profit annually, from doing 
business for ourselves.

Over an hundred 
lates of the most delicious fruits, embrac- 
ng many varieties of peaches, apples, 
pears, plums, apricots, grapes, etc, were 
disposed upon the table, while large glass 
pyramidal fruit stands were loaded up with 
the choicest pieces from the selection. At 
either end of the table hung pleces of grape 
vine with hundreds of the purple, fully per- 
fected grapes hanging upon them in native 
ee ee pre The display was very creditable 
ndeed to the pomologists,and was the evid- 
ence of Very important facts to our delighted 
English eovsins. They examined the fraits 
carefully, inquired wi*h much interest into 
their cultivation and propogation, and were 
altogether delighted with what they saw and 
heard. After the exhibition had been fully 
viewed over, 
THE MEETING 


was called to order by Col Dunn, of the 
firm of Oglethorpe, Dunn & Co., who re- 
quested Col. Geo. W. Adair to welcome the 
guests. 

COL ADAIR’S SPEECH. 


Col. Geo. W. Adair rose and said: 

GENTLEMEN: I have the great pleasure 
this morning of tendering a hearty welcome 
to the distinguished strangers in our midst 
to the hall of the chamber of commerce and 
of the pomological society of the city of At- 
lanta. We welcome you from the fact tliat 
we learn from the press that you visit our 
section for the purpose of inspecting our 
commercial, agricultura) and industrial ad- 
vantages. With thedetails of your move- 
ment I am not familiar, butas an individ- 
uallam always ready to welcome any 
person, eociety or bod 
of men who have for an object to exten 
the commerce of the country, increase its 
productions and facilities for international 
transportation. I take thatthe gentlemen 
of the deputation can explain the objects 
they have ia view with very little difficul ae 
I dare not go into an address upon the ad- 
vantages that we claim we have, and can 
only call their attention to what we think 
we have to offer them in carrying out their 
plan. I would only say this one thing—to 
come right to the point, forthe English, I 
have always heard, have a plain, blunt, 
Straight forward wey of getting at things, 
and going right to the center of matters— 
I understand that you want to get our cot- 
ton out of our country direct to En , 
and to find a country where your glish 
people, who desire to come over, may find 
pleasant homes, abundant he alth ania soil 
that will remunerate them for their labor. I 
am told that you are trying to get this coun- 
try around by way of the mouth of the 
Mississippi river, and with all duedeference 
I beg to say, that is all wrong. If I wantea 
to getthe cotton out of this country, I 
would commence at Norfolk, Wilmington, 
Charleston, Savannah and Brunswick. The

Mr. President and Gentlemen:—We must 
have been pleased with the weleome just 
extended to us by the spesker. It was a 
good speech, and we have had lots of that 
kind, and expect many more. I have no 
doubt the portion of the deputation who 
went to Galveston had just tac same sort of 
epeeches madeto them, acd im- 
pressed withthe fact that there was no 
place like Galveston. They went to Dallas, 
and there were possibly given to under- 
stand that Galveston was ‘‘nowhere,”’ and 
that there really was no place like Dallas. 
In New Orleans it wasthe same story. At 
Mobile they told p-ecisely the same _ thing. 
We came here, and here it is again. [Laugh 
ter.) I don’t know but that we 


mw | get to Duluth, that 
we have beard so much about, and hear it 
there. Certainly we will at Ubicago. And, 
again, at Boston and at New York. Well, 
gentlemen, it is well to have these feslirgs 
about bome. These English gentlemen 
will certainly go home and say that the 
American people love their homes, Now, 
if we were about to organize a little bit ofa 
movement it would very well to haer 
these things, but we are not here to talk 
about Georgia; or Louisiana, or Virginia, or 
any one stateor city inthe Union. We 
come to organize a great movement that 
will cover the whole south and west. And 
whether we come now to Georgia, or Loa- 
isiana, or Texas, you all will feel the bene- 
fit of the movement by joining with us in it, 
as you will see in a moment. 
These gentlemen here (pointing to the 
— on) are the representatives, in fact, 
of 300,000 men, who belorg to the co-opera- 
tive societies of Great Britain, and, taking 
the ucual ratio of estimating population 
from heads of families, they are, therefore, 
the representatives of from two and a half 
to three million of English people. 
They are here. too, for a purpose. These 
pecple must be fed, and they have teken the 
feeding process iuto thelr own hands, and 
come as far as they canin nearness to the 
producers. They themselves, are not agr'- 
culturalists, but manufacturers, and I say 
thac these gentlemen here represent those 
who can make all that the south wants, 
and sendit here ascheap and as good in 
quality as anybody else, for it 1s contrary to 
the genius of those people to send what will 
not meet the representations made for it. 
These people have two wants to supply— 
food for the —— and cotton f>r their 
mills, and a market for their goods when 
made. I have been living a long while in 
America—for seven years in the south—and 
I saw thatthe time had come to make some 
movement to get rid of the troubles in the 
way of bringing the producers of this sec- 
tion of the country and the manufac uring 
peuple of Great Britain together. The ques-

The co-operation we seck isto the end 
that we msy brivg Liverpool to your doors 
and it is not a part of co-operation in Eng- 
land to interfere with trade or cut under 
the. rrgular remunerations of busi 
ness, butto distribute the profits 
and benefits. And I think the 
merchants willeee that in working with 
us they benefit both themselves .and the 
country. I think I can safely estimate that 
there is enough of the true kind of patriot- 
ism in this country to cause any merchant to 
say: “If it does hurt my trade a little, it 
benefits the country greatly, and Iam for 
it.” 
The statements made by me io England, 
and to which 1 have just referred, are con- 
tained in this speech delivered before the 
chamber of commerce in Ma'.chester, and 
the genclemen of the deputation have asked 
me to read from it and have you eay if 
the statements contained in it are true or 
not. Among other things I said: 
“The Mississippi valley movement was in- 
augurated on account of an anomalous state 
of things which we think has no parallel in 
the history of commerce, and no reasovab’e 
excuse for its continped existence. A na- 
tion of people as great as the population of 
England { finds itself in a state of commercial 
dependency upon practically foreign ports; 
not becsuse we have no ports of our own, 
but because our position is so little koown 
among the people of other nations with whom 
itis our interest to associate. The little 
that is known of us has been the result of 
second-hand teaching; and, what is still 
worse, even this has paseed through chan- 
nels interested in giving ita wrong bias, if 
not of withholding it from the outside 
world. Compared with our northern fellow- 
citizens we are a modest and unassuming 
people, Weill the soil. reap our harveste, 
dispose of our products, and, until recently, 
bave asked no questions for conscieace 
sake. Soartiless and simple-minded have 
we been, so unconscious of the mighty in- 
fluences by which we have been surrounded, 
that we have been conteat to pursue the 
even tenor of our way, until we find that 
our gentleness and docility have 
made us a prey to ‘cupidity and greed, 
and that we have a leech at every 
pore, while our ears are startled by the con- 
stant cry of “give.” We find ourselves ia 
possession of all theelements of commer- 
cial and national independence, and we have 
at once set to work to utilise our resources 
Being a on of the United States, we fiad 
that we have a wajority of its pepulation, 
dnd aretbe chief fountains of {ts wealth. 
We find that our population is increasing at 
the rate of 6% per cent. per annum, wuile 
the other portions of our country are only 
increasing at the rate of 3 per cent. ° 
“We find that nearly all the nations on the 
face of the earth are sending to us their gur- 
plus population, that we are becoming

‘Jt must be evident from the statements 
we have made that the bulk of the exports 
from America come from the Valley states, 
and if British goods are distributed pro rats 
among the population, then the greatest 
amount of those goods must be sold in the 
Mississippi valley. We have no means of 
ascertaining, but it is reasonable to 
conclude that t he eastern states use relatively 
a rr cee of the'r own manufactures ; 
and should this prove tobe so, it follows 
that the people of the Mississippi valley are 
your best customers, While the farmers 
raise the produce, the commercial men fur- 
nish the money necessiry to handle it. 
Much of this capital comes from England, | 
and — distributed from New York, it is 
rece yused against British manufac- 
turing interests. A glance atthe map will 
show that the average distance from New 
York is over 1,500 miles, and the amount of 
money saved by direct trade is chiefly in the 
cost of transportation. Can any of the 
members of the chamber give any reason, 
apart from the fact of the money being there, 
why a single pouni of cotton should go to 
New York that is designed for the European 
markets? There is a reason—viz,, that 
a going with British goods need return 
freights; but does the sending of goods to 
the Mississippi valley through New York 
indicate a wise commercial policy? Can any 
gentleman present give any reason why 
goods tha‘ sell there should be eent any 
way but direct?
